Q—I'd like to know what 


makes 
some people's teeth

layer of enamel. Coloration of 
teeth is dependent on color of

If dentin is 
yellow and enamel is thin, the 
yellow dentin shines through 
the thin translucent enamel 
giving teeth a yellow look. If 
dentin 
is light 
yellow 
and 


enamel is thick, teeth look 
white. 


Color of dentin and thick- 


ness and quality of ename! 
are probably inherited charac- 
teristics. 


often results in hemorrhage 
of blood into the tiny tubules 
(if the dentin. This stains 
teeth various shades of yel- 
low.

of nerve and finally abscess.
